In this connection it Is the desire of 
the Commission that all unnecessary 
illuminations for advertising purpose?, 
includine signs and window lighting, 
Should be immediately discontinued. 
. It is further the desire and request 
of the Commission that all power ■.de- 
pendent upon coal as Its productive 
force should be limited oa far as possi- 
ble to .service involving, the public 
health, safety and: the living necessi- 
ties of the people, andthat all service 
involving economic production should 
be limited as far as. possible to what la 
absolutely essential, and that' services 
Resigned mainly for public convenience 
•should be curtailed to the limit. 

The Commission reques'ts all Munici- 
pal associations, to immediately meet 
and consult in what way there may be 
a further conservation of fuel within 
"their respective localities. 

The commission,. being in a position 
to know the conditions whfch confront 
this state in common with the country 
at large, and being desirous of doing 
everything in its power to aid in the 
conservation of fuel and thereby assist 
in this crises, which appears to be close 
at hand. All public, utilities and the 
public generally should take such action 
as will -aid in this work of conservation'.

• Williams Brothers' store was made 
defendant in a suit for $20,000 damages 
filed in circuit court last Saturday by 
Michael Golden who asks damages for 
injuries received when he plunged down 
an 1 eleyator shaft in the store.; This 
incident hbpp» ned June 2, 1919 

Golden Huberts that there is a rear 
opening to the store through a dark,, 
uniighted hall. Customers, he says, 
are invited to use this entrance; The 
elevator shaft', he says, leads from this 
hall and on the day in question' was un« i 
protected by a railing or guard so that 
he plunged down, breaking several j 
bones. Injuring his spine and inflicting . 
internal injuries from which he says he j 
never will, recover.

The injunctions were filed by Attor- 
neys Winston, Strawn -and Shaw of 
Chicago, with C. .W Diver of Wauke- 
gan and George A. Kelly and Paul J. 
Donovan aa solicitors for the plaintiffs. 

The petitions state that the board 
through their ettornev, Eugene Run- 
yard and . the attorney general repre- 
sented by Paul MacGuffin, took fraud- 
ulent and illegal action when they filed 
unsworn, petitions before the review 
board and then fixing the values with 
out producing any testimony in support 
of their claim that the full value had 
been omitted from the personal proper 
ty schedules as charged. The petition- 
ers also contend they have the county's 
receipt in full for the payment of their 
taxes for the years above mentioned 
and therefore the county can have no 
further claim upon them, as previous 
boards .and their assessors approved 
their tax schedule. 

The filing of the petitions' was held 
up since August because of the fact 
the books were not .turned over to the 
county clerk until now, the review 
board having an unusually busy session 
aa it filed similar petitions against near- 
ly two score • Highland. Park, Lake For- 
est and Waukegan millionaires, involv- 
ing. back taxes on approximately $12,- 
000,000 worth of personal property. 
The filing of petitions for injunction by 
Individual property owners against the 
county is anticipated, as many un- 
doubtedly will follow the lead of Exe- 
cutors Rnuben H. Donnelly and George 
R. Thorne.*

The famous Morris vb. Doyle mule 
case came up for a hearing in the cir- 
cuit court Monday. Attorney Beaubein 
explained that his client Mr. Morris 
was ill and unable to be present and 
asked for a continuance but Judge Ed- 
wards declined to grant It, taking the 
position that there .'were sufficient wit- 
nesses to make a trial possible without 
the presence of Mr Morris. The de- 
fendent Mr. Doyle won the. suit. 

The original value of the mule wbb 
$225. Litigation started over six yearB 
ago. The case haB been tried three 
times. Witness and attorney's tees 
have amounted to thousands of dollar?. 
Morris won the CBFe twice. The- jury 
disagreed at the third trial. 

Morris claims to have placed a mule 
in Doyle's papturo and that later when 
he asked that it be returned to him 
Doyle sent back a decripit old animal 
that was practically worthless. He 
says Doyle insisted that it was his mule 
and that he was obliged to replevin his 
own mule. 

Doyle instituted suit immediately, 
charging that MorrJB had been given 
his own mule and had replevlned one 
that did not belong to- him. Then en- 
sued the lengthy litigation. Veterin- 
arians and. experts ot various kindB 
were called in as witnesses, the fees 
in some cases omounting to $60 per day. 
Doyle now demands - the return of 
the mule and damages for the use of 
the animal at the rate of $10. per month 
for 75 ^months.

djutant General Frank S. Dickson 
of the Illinois State Milita gave a very 
stirring talk on present day conditions 
to a large meeting in Waukegan, Tues- 
day evening.. 

The audience gasped as General Dick- v 
son, hot for the purpose of causing 
alarm among his hearers but for the 
purpose of stimulating interest in the 
Chamber of Commerce, ; threw a feel- 
ing of terror into the audience by say- 
ing: "I believe -the next eighteen 
months in the government is the most 
dangerous of any eighteen months we 
have had even during the period of war. , 
Twenty-seven pages of typewritten re- 
ports have come to me lately and I tell 
you this secret, not to alarm you, but to 
show you the importance of rising to 
the emergency that in this district, 
which includes Waukegan and is known 
as the Chicago district, there are to- 
night 25,000 Red Guards; orBolsheviki, 
constituting an army that is really in 
existence. 

"I hope the time will come soon when ' 
we will do away with molly-codling and 
have a congress that will - pass laws . 
which will take care of this menacing, 
situation and that the people, on the 
other hand, will then elect to office men 
who will think more of their oath of 
office, than of getting votes. When 
that is done you will get some place and 
until it is you are on the edge of a vol- 
cano. The situation in this country 
today, is very* very graye." 

He complimented the city of Wauke- 
gan on the manner in which its business 
men responded when they were called 
upon by the sheriff to patrol the strike ' , 
zone and preserve order. 

General Dickson said he did not know , 
whether It was true in this part of the 
state or not, but he felt that in bis por- 
tion of the state there is too much pol- 
itics for the amount of patriotism in 
the district. He said that we need to- 
day the patriotism of the father and 
mother that existed in the years gone 
by. He felt as though the young man 
who stands on the street corner after 
he returns from college where bis pa- 
rents have sent him at great sacrifice 
and refers to the *old man' or the 'old 
woman,' as the kind of fellow who is 
breeding trouble for his country. 

He felt that the words 'honor tby 
father and mother' must be written 
over every hearthstone of every home 
of this land if our. country is to endure 
with success. 

"I believe tonight that our govern- 
ment is facing the moat critical condi- 
tion in the history of the nation," said 
the general. "If I only dared tell you 
people what I actually know as to the 
Conditions in this cotinty. you would 
realize there has never been bo much 
heen of loyalty, not the 'lip' kind, but 
from the heart out. Accordingly we 
have never needed the patriotism that 
we need at this moment. 

"I hope that the time will come when 
all the world will be served with notice 
that this is no place for. any flag but 
the Stars and Stripesj and that this no 
place for any language but one; namely 
the English language; and that it is no 
place for any newspaper except the one 
printed in the English language." 

In closing his talk, General Dickson 
made an urgent plea for an inspiration 
of loyalty,' patriotism, honesty, fair 
dealings, human sympathy and optim- 
ism in this community. He felt that 
if every citizen bent hlmBelf toward 
that end the community would be help- 
ed very materially. 

■i During General Dickson's talk the 
audience went "wild" several times 
and not only was there hand-clapping, 
but guesrs stamped their feet in, their 
enthusiasm. Never has a more stirring 
appeal for patriotism and lovalty been 
been heard in this section off Abe eoun-

Automobile Thieves Should Hang Around Home Now 

WASHINGTON.— The national motor-vehlcle law passed by both houses of 
congress, which President Wilson allowed to become operative without 
his signature, is now in effect. The new law, which should aid In 'stamp- 
ing out the stolen car menace, follows: 
"Be it enacted by the senate and 
bouse of .representatives of the United 
Btntes of America In congress assem- 
bled, that this act may be cited as the 
national motorvehlcle-theft act. 

"Section 2— That when used in 
this act : : i • 

"(a) The term 'motor-vehicle' shall 
Include an automobile, automobile 
truck, automobile wagon, motorcycle 
or any other self-propelled vehicle not 
designed for running on mils, (b) The 

term 'Interstate or foreign .commerce' as used In this act, shall Include trans- 
portation from 1 one slate, territory or the District of Columbia to another 
state, territory .or the District of Columbia, or to a foreign country, or from 
a*foreIgn country to any state, territory or the District' of Columbia. 

"Section 3— That whoever shall transport or cause to be transported In 
Interstate or foreign- commerce a inotorvehtcle, knowing the same to have 
been stolen, shall be punished by a -fine of not more than $5,000 or by im- 
prisonment of not more than five •years, or both. 

"Section '4— That whoever shall, with the Intent to deprive tfie owner of 
the possession thereof, receive*, conceal, store, barter, sell or dispose of any 
motorvehtcle, moving ns, or which Is a part of, or which constitutes Interstate 
or foreign commerce, knowing the same to have been stolen, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $5,000 or by imprisonment of not more than 
five years, or both. ••';•'; 

"Section DV-That any person violating this act may bo punished In any 
district In or "through ; which such motorvehiele has, been transported or, re- 
noved by such offender." 

It was shown during debnte on the measure that automobiles stolen In the 
United 'States In 1918 had an aggregate value of ?27,000,000, arid that automo- 
bile thieves cleared at least $5,000,000 on these thefts.

Most of the persons who send, money 
to this fund try to keep their identity 
n secret, according to a writer in the 
New York Sun. Some of them dlsgulBe 
their handwriting or purposely mis- 
spell, words. AH these precautions are 
unnecessary, however, since the treas- 
ury officials hold all such communica- 
tions confidential ; In fact. In/ tills case 
and this alone, wrongdoers may con- 
fess and make restitution without fear 
of prosecution.

"Cordon .Bleu" Was Originally tho 
Highest; Order of Nobility In . 
the Gallic Kingdom. 

) A "cordon bleu" was originally a 
knight of the ancient order of the 
Holy Ghost, founded ; by Henry HI 
(1574-1589), on the. occasion of his ac- 
cession to the throne of Prance. The 
order, consisted of. 100 knights— ex- 
clusive of officers — and was at one time 
the highest order In the kingdom. So 
called on. account of. the color of the 
ribbon from which tho cross of the or- 
der was suspended. In the course of 
time this appellation was bestowed 
upon anyone that had achieved emi- 
nence, in his" profession. • The Com- 
mander do Souve, Corapto d'Olonne 
and some others, who were cordon^ 
bleus, met together ns a sort of club, 
and 'were noted for their well-appointed 
dinners. .Hence, when anyone hud 
dined well, he said: :"Well, that Is a 
true feast of the cordon bleus." Finally 
the term was applied only to flrst-rato 
cooks, who, after an examination, re- 
ceived a medal suspended from a blue 
ribbon. Llttrosnys that the blue apron 
formerly worn by many cooks have" 
holped to earn for them this flattering 
designation. 




"Careless America Is Now Growing Less Careless" 

AN ADVANCE summary of the 1017 motallty statistics received by the 
national safety council from the/ United States census bureau seems to 
Indicate that."carefess America Is growing less careless. The total number 

of deaths caused by accidents during 
1017 was 53,544 as against 00,072 dur- 
ing the previous year. Inasmuch as 
the death registration area takes In 
only 70 per cent of .the population, It is 
apparent that more than 70,000 per- 
sons were killed In accidents- through- 
out the United .States In that year. 
The report received by the national 
safety council summarizes the cuuses 
of accidents ns follows In part: 

The greatest number of deaths 
charged to any one accidental cause, 
11,114, or 14.0 per 100,000, Is shown as from falls. Next to falls, the great- 
est number of accidental dentlis, 8,040, or 11.5 per 100,000, resulted from rail- 
road accidents and Injuries.. 

Burns, excluding those received* In conflagrations and io railroad, street 
car and automobile accidents, were.respo'nsfble for. 0,830 deaths, or 9.1 per 
100,000. 

1 •Deaths frpra automobile accidents and Injuries In 1017 totaled 0,724, or 
8.0 per 100,000. 

Accidental drowning caused £500 deaths, or 7.4^ per 100,000. Mine acci- 
dents and injuries resulted in 2,023 deaths, or 8.5 per. 100,000. 

Deaths due to injuries by vehicles other than; railroad cars, street cars 
and automobiles, numbered 2,320, or 3.1. per 100,000. Deaths resulting from 
street car, accidents numbered 2,277, corresponding to a rate of 3 per 100,000. 
Machinery uccldents caused -2,112' deaths, or 2.8 per 100,000, a rate ma- 
terially greater than thut for any preceding year v covered by the bureau's 
mortality. records.- This lost Item is attributed by the American Machinist to 
"the large number of previously untrained workers employed during the war 
period."

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BAKER TO FURNISH SOLDIERS 



Department Commanders to Use Reg- 
ulars to Preserve Order and Pro., 
vide Protection for Those De- 
siring to Work. 

Washington, Dec. 1.— The govern- 
ment served blunt notice on soft coal 
miners and operators that Interference 
with coal production would not be 
tolerated. 

Warning that legal prosecution 
wouldbe employed to thwart conspir- 
acies by either, side and troops sent 
wherever necessary to protect miners 
willing to work came from the depart- 
ment of Justice after members of the 
cabinet had considered every phase of 
the fuel situation, admittedly critical. 
In view of the abrupt breaking off of 
negotiations. 
»• It Is not the intention, of the gov- 
ernment to let the mines remain idle 
'with half of the country In the grip 
of cold weather and the coal sup- 
plies rapidly diminishing. 

Seizure of mines where the owners 
<lo not show a disposition to co- 
operate in Increasing production has 
been decided upon, it was stated offi- 
cially. ■ ' ; 
The administration, It was thought, 
■had fully expected the miners to re- 
ject the 14 per cent wage Increase 
offered by Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field. Anticipating this, plnns had 
been considered for auRmentlug the 
present output of bituminous mines, 
officially figured at better than 40 
per cent of normal. 

A statement by Assistant Attorney 
General Ames gave assurance to all 
miners that they would bo afforded 
ample protection If they returned to 
work, even If troops had to be called 
out This was the only definite state- 
ment of policy from the government 
Jn official circles It was said that the 
federal authorities were determined to 
force resumption of operations on the 
terms laid down by the fuel adminis- 
trator. 

Secretary Baker, Mr. Ames said, al- 
ready has authorized department com- 
manders when requested by state au- 
thorities to use troops to preserve or- 
der. ^That policy provides protection 
for those desiring to work, he said. 

Discussing department of Justico 
plans, Mr. Ames snld : 

"All United States attorneys In the 
bituminous fields have been ofllcially 
advised of the result of the negoti- 
ations at Washington nnd have been 
given instructions relative to the situ- 
ation. 

"It Is, of course, obvious that the 
•time has come when ample protection 
will be furnished all persons desiring 
./to work In mines. All persons, wheth- 
er miners- or operators, making an 
agreement or arrangement with each 
other to restrict the supply of coal will 
be proceeded against as the law pro- 
vides, and It should be understood that 
any person who aids or abets In re- 
stricting the supply of coal Is likewise 
guilty by the terms of the Lever act 

"Instructions heretofore Issued by 
the war depnrtment are still in force 
nnd, under these instructions, depart- 
ment commanders will act In propei 
cases when requested to do so by 
the state authorities." 

Operators set out to resume pro- 
duction, as far as possible under the 
muddled conditions, by telegraphing 
notice for posting nt mines everywhere 
offering jw Increase of 14 per cent 
\ for all men willing to work. 
\ There were few expressions ns to 
\\v this Information might be re- 
lived, but representatives of the iul- 
,Jrs still here said It would be no In- 
>^centlve and that it would be Ignored, 
' especially In the central competitive 
fields, embracing Ohio, Illinois, Indi- 
ana and western Pennsylvania.

; Plymouth, Nov. 29.— Lndy Astor, 
American-born wife of Viscount Astor, 
was 'elected to parliament from the 
Sutton division \>f Plymouth In the bal- 
loting of November 15. 

The result was announced after a 
count of the ballots here this after- 
noon. 
The vote stood : 
Lady Astor, unionist, 14,404. 
W. T. Gay, labor, 9,292. 
Isaac Foot, liberal, 4,130. 
The ceremony attending the count- 
ing of the ballots began In K the his- 
toric. Plymouth guildhall nt 0:30 
o'clock. 

Lady Astor's philanthropic endeav- 
ors here during the last ten years 
brought^her considerable support, as 
well as her espousal of antitumor leg- 
islation, which won her a large vote 
among the women. She drove about 
the constituency on a speechmaking 
tour every afternoon and evening. 

The campaign nttracted wide atten- 
tion, duo in large measure 'to Lady 
Astor's American nativity, her uncon- 
ventional electioneering methods :ind 
her barbed and witty replies to ques- 
tioners. Mrs. Lloyd George nnd other 
prominent political personages spoke 
In her behalf. 

Lady Astor became a enndidnte aft- 
er the death of Viscount Astor of 
Hever hnll had left her husband heir 
to the title and necessitated, his re- 
tirement from the lower house of par- 
liament. 

Lady Astor, who was formerly MIbs 
Nannie Langhorne of Virginia, Is the 
mother of six children, a fact of which 
she boasted on one occasion during her 
canvass. 



$4,000,000 FOR VANDERBILT

University at Nashville, Tenn., Re- 
ceives Gift From the General 
Education Board. 

New York. Nov. 29.— Vnnderbllt uni- 
versity nt Nashville, Tenn., has been 
given $4,000,000 by the general educa- 
tion board to effect nn entire reorgani- 
zation of Its medical school, It was an-

The gift, the largest, yet made by the 
board, comes from Its general funds,

Vast Fraud Is Charged In the Defeat 
of Henry, Ford' In. the Primary' 
and Election Campaigns 
of 1918. 



Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 2,— ZTru- 
mnn H. Newberry, United States sen- 
ator from Michigan, 13 of his cam- 
paign- lieutenants and 120 lesser po- 
litical lights of the state were indict- 
ed by n federal grand Jury on.churges 
of election fraud," corruption, conspir- 
acy, nnd misuse of the malls. 

Two blanket Indictments were re- 
turned dealing with: the primary and 
election campaigns of 1018 in which 
Henry Ford was SeLOi'or Newberry's 
chief opponent. m «. 

Government ofllclals " asserted that 
the testimony presented to the grand 
jury had revealed a political scandal 
that. In many respects was without 
parallel In American annals, ijhey 
snld It extend'ed from the most pop- 
ulous wards of Detroit to the Indian 
reservations on the shores of Lake 
Superior, where aborigines were voted 
according to the behest of the New- 
berry campaign organization. 

It was alleged that voters were 
bribed, election boards corrupted, edi- 
tors subsided, and moving picture 
theaters bought up In the endeavor 
to defeat Henry Ford, first In the 
primaries of. both parties, and later, 
when he had won the Democratic 
nomination, In the election Itself. 

Judge Clarence \V. Sessions of the 
federal district, to whose court the 
grand/ Jury reported, Indicated that 
the evidence disclosed the fraudulent 
expenditure of between §500,000 and 
$1,000(000 In connection with the elec- 
tion. . 

The men whose names were an- 
nounced will be arraigned on Mon- 
day, December 8...„The extreme pen- 
alty which may be imposed under the 
indictments Is n fine of $10,000 and 
two years* Imprisonment.

NEW NOTE TO MEXICO 

TIME LIMIT SET FOR RELEASE OF 
CONSULAR AGENT JENKINS. 



Carranza Refuses to Free American 

Who Is Charged With Complicity 

in Own Kidnaping. 



Washington, Dec. 1.'— The -state de- 
partment' announced that its note had 
been sent to Carranza in rejoinder to 
tho Mexican 'government's communi- 
cation, refusing the American demand 
for the "lmmedlute release" of Wil- 
liam 6. Jenkins, American consular 
agent, held prisoner In tho Puebla 

penitentiary. 

The note has been In preparation for 
three days and Is understood to be 
the government's "lost word" to Mex- 
ico. 

Although there was no announce- 
ment ns to what the note contained, 
it was understood that the American 
government had. demanded not only 
the Instant release of Consul. Jenkins, 
but that a time limit had been fixed.' 
It was Intlinnted 'that' .In the event 
of Can-onsen's* failure to order Jenkins' 
Immediate release troops would be sent 
"over, the Rio Graijde at once. 

Whether tho government plnns hv 
tervenUon or merely a punitive ex- 
pedition to Puebla to free Jenkins 
could not be 'ascertained. ', 

Mexico City, Nov. 28.— Declaring 
there Is "no legal foundation nor prin- 
ciple of international law" upon which 
the . United States bases its demand 
for the Immediate release of William 
O. • Jenkins, United States consular 
ngen.t nt Puebla, tlie Mexican govern, 
ment, through Hlllnrib Medina, under- 
secretary of foreign relations, stated It 
was Impossible to.accede to the request 
of the American state department 

It Is asserted that, the executive de- 
partment capnot under Mexican law 
Intervene at this moment In an affair 
which Is strictly In tho hands of state 
courts. 

It Is declared the Imprisonment of 
Mr. Jenkins was neither unjustified, 
nor arbitrary and that Mr. Jenkins Is 
preventing his own freedom by refus- 
ing to give ball, for which reason, It 
Is snld, "he cannot bo considered a 
I victim of molestation."

Washington, Dec. 2.— Wartime re- 
strictions on the consumption of coal 
were ordered Into effect for the peri- 
od of the present strike emergency. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield, acting 
In conjunction with the mil road ad- 
ministration, announced that only the 
Industries Included In the first five 
classes of the priority' list established 
during the war would be furnished 
coal, and. the public utilities .would 
be asked to discontinue, furnishing 
power, heat and light to nonessential 

Industries. 

The Industries to which, coal will 
be furnished will be railroads, coast- 
wise and inland shipping, army and 
navy and other government depart- 
ments. Btnte and county departments 
and Institutions, public utilities, In- 
cluding newspnpers, nnd retail dealers 
supplying household consumers. 

State and local authorities, Dr. Gar- 
field said, will be asked to co-operate, 
though the rationing of conlwlll he 
done through the regional coal com- 
mittees setup by the 'railroad admin- 
istration. 

Railroad administration ofllclals 
conceded that the application of the 
order would mean an Industrial shut- 
down of considerable magnitude, but 
declined to make ii; definite estimate. 
.Industrial establishments operating 
from, their own power plants, it was 
said, . probably would have to stop 
•when their present coal supply became' 
exhausted. 

Industries operating on power sup- 
plied by public utility companies, may 
continue operation unless the man- 
agement of the public utility com- 
panies supplying them "and the local 
authorities rule that they are nones- 
sential. . For the present the railroad 
administration will not ; attempt to 
lay' down a rule as to what Is an es- 
sential Industry. 

"It Is necessary that coal shall be 
used only for essential . purposes," 
said Dr. Garfield's statement, explain-} 
Ing tlie government's action. "Public 
utilities consuming conl should discon- 
tinue to furnish power, hent and light 
to . nonessential Indu'slrles . and should 
only' consume ' sufficient conl to pro- 
duce enough light,; pow^r nnd Jient 
to meet the actual urgent needs of the 
people. Advertising signs nnd ills-* 
plays of various kinds necessitating 
the use of coal should be curtailed 
nnd no conl should be distributed for 
such purpose. 

"Pursuant to this policy I have re- 
quested the rallrond administration in 
the dlstrlbutIon ; .of coal now or here- 
nfter in Its. possession to limit distri- 
bution to these essential and urgent 
uses. As fnr ns practicable until the 
tribution of coal, will be limited to 
conditions warrant a chnnge, the dls- 
the first- five clnsses of the priority 
list* , 

"Retail dealers who distribute coal 
for household requirements, heating 
hotels, buildings, hospitals, etc., should 
take- every precaution to see that coal 
Is only delivered where It Is absolute- 
ly required, and thenHmly In such 
limited quantities*, that the supply muy 
be distributed widely and prevent suf- 
fering. 

"The Btnte nnd other locnl nuthorl- 
tles enn materially old in- Inspecting 
and supervising such distribution by 
retail dealers, and the 'United States 
government will be glnd to leave the 
supervision and control of such distri- 
bution by retail dealers entirely to any 
state, county or municipality which 
may make provision therefor. 
."The distribution to the retail deol- 
ers must necessarily he administered 
by the railroad administration In pur- 
suance of the orders already made by

The dawn was not the pink sunrise 
f America— It was the ghastly,' gray, 
Ini break of day of gas-befouled and 
lell-torn battlefields.'. Tho chocolate 
as' the morning heartencr served to 
en on their way to face death. Tho 
tchen car was one of the proud pos- 
sslons of Knights of Columbus war 
orkers. "Uncle Joe" was and Is'^Io- 
pljj-F. Kcrnnn ofTJtica, N. Y„ and 
e Argonrie f n K. of O. secretary of 
ers6nnl distinction and of enviable 
cord for service. 

There Is a new dawn in France, pink 
ml rosy now. Hot chocolate figures 
argely In high cost of living tables, 
.'he kitchen car went down to. ' Its 
oom on the glorious puthwuy opened- 
)y the Americans to Sedan, but It 
lldn't fall until Just at the very end, 
after It had done "Its duty noble." 
•Uncle Joe" Is. back In America, hale 
ind* hearty, sixty years young, patrol- 
ling tlie Bowery looking for and find- 
ing soldiers he met on the seething 
rims of the cauldron of enemy hate 
kjver there. Oh, yes, by the way, the 
shvo Tuxedo coats and the two evening 
suits are here also. 

Nicknamed "Uncle Joe." 
H lie wasn't "Uncle Joe" until after he 
'iiad gone to France. He loves tho nick- 
"name, for It was given him by Ameri- 
can soldiers — In fact he likes It better 
s$!pan any pet name ever bestowed up- 
*^m him In the days he sparked the girls 
at old-time dances. However, I prom- 
u ed not to tell about that, 

Mr. Kernau Is> the son of Frnncls 
iKenmn, once United States., senator 
;fjh>ni New York. He was appointed an 
veitsens secretary by the Knights of 
olumbus in Mnrch, 1018. To hlra fell 
i«! honor of establishing the first K. 
C. Hut In France, In May, 1018. 
rom the start the possibilities of serv- 
ce of the kitchen car appealed to his 
mnglnatlon and he couldn't be torn 
way from the front where he had a 
himce . to work' for the soldiers with * 
he kitchen car as a base of opera- 
Ions. After he had opened several K. 
f C. huts, he went to Paris, took pos- 
esHlon of a. kitchen car and went up 
d Chery with it. There the Seventy- 
eventh division was fighting and it 
fjvas the men of that division who nick- 
named him "Uncle Joe," He Insists" 
'that full credit must be' given to Fred- 
erick Bundschau of Louisville, Ky., 
and to Louis Lanugo for the able and 
devoted assistance given by them. 
cvn Is his story as he tells It him- 
self": 

"When I started for France I was 
told there would be considerable* 'en- 
tertaining', to be done , on the other 
side. I realized very quickly, once I 
set foot hi France, that the entertain- 
ing to be done was nlong entirely dif- 
ferent lines than those, with which I 
had left New York. For example; I 
started" out with several trunks. One 
of, them held two Tuxedo coats and 
two evening suits. On my arrival in 
Franco I promptly forgot all about 
that trunk. It didn't fit in with the 
scheme of things'' as I saw It' with my 
own eyes. I'll tell you more about the 
trunk later. 
•• "Immediately after landing I went to 



Baccarat, in the Lunevllle sector.- With 
me was Fred Bundschau of Louisville, 
a splendidly' loyal and efficient man. 
We opened a hut at Baccarat Then I 
went to Camp Devre, known »correctly 
as *Mud camp.' 

"Some j time later I went to Paris, 
where I seized a K. C. kitchen car and 
carried it off to the front at Chery.- 
That, was the thing to do your enter- 
taining with, and I'll tell the whole 
wide world, that a Tuxedo or an eve- 
ning coat would have been as funny 
there as a Bult of overalls at tlie opera. 

"You see the car began work at 
dawn—In the summer that means four 
o'clock In France. We weren't •allowed' 
to build a fire before daylight— It 
might have aided the enemy..; We got 
out of our bunks. Fred Bundschau, 
Louis Lasage nnd I, at a little after 
three, started the fires going as soon 
as we could get permission and then 
moved the car to a point where the 
men going out to the trenches and, the 
men coming bnck would pass each 
other. 

"Our greatest ^prlde was that we 
were able to serve and did serve 2,000 
cups of hot chocolate there every 
morning, besides giving out cigarettes 
and other supplies to the soldiers. 
And we kept it going, too, every day. . 
Hard to Get Sugar. 

"There were "difficulties to be sur- 
mounted. The greatest of these was 
to obtain our own supplies of choco- 
late nnd sugar. Many times jour trucks 
could not get through becnuse there 
was so much artillery and ammunition 
on the move. We simply had to have 
the supplies, for the boys. After some 
thought a way was worked out." The 
ambulances had been eomlnpr up tothe 
front empty. They had right of way 
on the roads after the artillery. 

"Tho ambulauce men agreed to bring 
up our stuff on the trips to the "firing 
line and they did It. Wasn't that splen- 
did of theni? All through the hours of 
many- nights the hospital cars tore up* 
to our headquarters, dumped our boxes 
of food and cigarettes and then took 
on the wounded men.^ 

"We stayed with "the men of the 
Seventy-seventh .and moved when they 
did. That kitchen car was the apple 
of my eye. It did wonderful service 
on more than, one sector. Then when 
the march to.Sednn began we put the 
car in line and started with tho sol-

, Washington, Nov. 28. — The govern- 
ment's offer of a 14 per cent increase 
of wages was flatly rejected by the 
eoul miners.. 

As a result the conference between 
the miners and operators adjourned 
sine die with the settlement of the 
wage controversy still "in the air." No 
provision was made for the reKuuiptlou 
of the conference, the miners declar- 
ing "that they were going home and 
sit tight." 

The miners' rejection came after the 
operators had accepted the govern- 
ments proposal as a busls for a set- 
tlement altnough they declared that 
the -Increase without raising the price 
of coal to the public would mean the 
loss of profits to a large number of 
mines and would seriously Interfere 
with production. 

After the rejection the operators 
tendered a compromise offering to sub- 
mit the entire dispute to a board of 
arbitration. This also, was refused by 
the miners and the conference' took an 
adjournment. * 

Statement by Lewis. 
The following statement was dictat- 
ed by Acting President John L. Lewis 
of. the United Mine Workers: 

"The miners and operators' joint 
conference adjourned sine die. The 
mine workers* representatives declined 
to recommend to the miners any ac- 
ceptance of the 14 per cent increase 
offered. 

"The operators pretended to be* will- 
ing to grant this 14 per cent Increase; 
but In the same breath stated. that they 
would be. unable to operate a large 
uumber of 1 their mines unless they hud 
an Increase In the selling price of coal. 
It would be foolish for us to attempt 
to make any agreement with the op- 
erators unless their mines were to be 
operated. 

. "Theposltloa of the mine workers 
Is unchanged.. We hold that the Uni- 
ted States government cannot break 
Its word. The pledge given by Secre- 
tary of Labor Wilson to grant a 3L6 
per cent Increase In wages must be re- 
de'emed. 

"In my judgment Doctor Garfield, 
and the cabinet have committed" the 
most colossal blunder in the industrial 
history of our nation. ' They nre blind- 
ly following an academic theory with- 
out regard to justice to the mine work-; 
ers or the effect's of such theory upon 
the people of the country. - 

Says Justice Is. Denied. 

."The responsibility for the crisis now 
confronting the notion must lie upon 
those statesmen who are using the 
powers of the government to oppress 
and deny Justice to the great element 
of citizenship directly concerned In the 
mining ( , Industry. 

"1 cannot, believe that the people of 
our country will Indorse a policy of 
opresslon and repression which 
means continued Industrial chaos, and 
Intense suffering on the part of the 
mine workers and our entire citizen- 
ship." 

The letter sent to Doctor Garfield 
by the operators of the central com- 
petitive coal field, .accepting the gov- 
ernment's offer, reads: 
• "Recognizing the seriousness of the 
present crisis nnd the urgent need of 
the country for coal, we wish to advise 
you that, subject to your approval and 
conditioned upon the mines resuming 
operations immediately, the operators' 
scale committee of the central com- 
petitive coal field accept, as a basis 
for the settlement, of the present wage 
controversy r.nd termination of the 
strike,, the figures submitted by you 
to the joint meeting of operators and 
miners held yesterday evening, name- 
ly, an average Increase of 14 per cent 
to be granted to nil classes of mine la- 
bor, such Increase to be apportioned In 
.accordance with the Avage bases that 
are acceptable to the employees and 
employers... thus preserving present 
differentials. Otherwise than as above, 
modified In complete accordance with 
your proposal, the present contract In. 
all Its term nnd conditions to be con 4 
tinned In full force and effect until 
March 31. 1922. 

"We have nlrendy.notlfied the miners 
to this effect. 

Says Profits Eliminated, 

"At the same time we wish to call 
your attention to the fact that the acr 
ceptance of this Increase' In wages 
without any Increase in selling prices 
entirely ellmlnntes the profits of a 
large number* of mines. Such, a large 
number, in fact, wo fear that the pro- 
duction of coal will be seriously af- 
fected. We. understand that operating 



statistics for 1019 are not now In your' 
possession, and we shall rely upon; the 
government, when, such statistics' are 
properly assembled and presented, to 
make such adjustments In selling 
prices as will penult these. mines to 
make such fair. and reasonable profits 
as they nre entitled, t& under the Lever 
law." V 

Wllllain Green, secretary- of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers, said: 

"Secretary, of Labor- Wilson states 
that the mine workers are entitled J to 
an increase In vvuges amounting to 31.0 
per, cent. Mr. Garfield says 14 per 
cent Obviously these two conclusions 
conflict with each other and, to say 
the least, are confusing. The mine 
workers know the figures of Secretary 
of .Labor Wilson are approximately 
correct and, the figures of Doctor Gar- 
field are erroneous. The mine workers 
challenge the figures of Doctor Gar- 
field and; cannot and will not accept 
them. We will accept the figures -of a 
responsible cabinet officer, Secretary 
Wilson. 

"Doctor Garfield, because of the re- 
sponsible position which he. occupies, 
has done a grout. Injustice to a million 
miners in America. His statement and 
decision has served to Inject Into the 
settlement of tho miners' wage contro- 
versy an almost, insurmountable ob- 
stacle. In that respect his action ap- 
proaches the commission of u moral 
crime against the public. 

"Aline workers cannot mine coal at 
the figures fixed by' Doctor Garfield. 
The acceptance of his conclusion 
would mean untold sncrillcc, suffering 
and deprivation on the jmrt' Of the 
miners nnd their families. The probr 
lem of decent wages and a decent 
American standard of- living, together 
with an adequate production of coal 
cannot be solved as a college professor 
would work out a problem In geometry, 
algebra or theoretical philosophy. 

"Tlie practical way to solve the 
present problem of coal ^production is 
to grant tlie miners nn increase In 
wages sufficient to meet the Increase 
in the cost of living and to guarantee 
them an American standard of living. 
They will then risk their lives in the 
mines/ accept all the hazards of tlie 
Industry and mine a steady stream of 
coal sufficient to meet every require- 
ment" 

Garfield's Ruling. 
. Acting under instructions from the 
cabinet, United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield told tlie conl miners 
nnd the operators that the wage in- 
crease for the miners should be 14 per 
cent nnd that the price of coal to the 
public should not be raised. 

Some of the miners', representatives 
declared that the offer of a 14 per cent

fered them '31.0 per cent, was an In- 
sult. They • declared that the miners 
would starve Idle rather than go back 
to the mines at this wage increase. 

The operators, who have beea ex- 
pecting that the government would see 
them through on any wage increase, 
declared that their margins. would not 
permit them to give the miners the 14 
per cent out, of their own pockets. 
They said that It would break many of 
the weaker mines and that it meant 
ruin and sncrlficc of years of earnings 
and savings.- 

Garfield Adamant. 

The operators for the moj#t part 
bore their disappointment In silence, 
but from the miners come denuncia- 
tion after denunciation of the govern- 
ment's solution. Without reservation, 
nnd without mincing words, the miners 
questioned Doctor Gnrfield and, 
through him grilled the government 
for more than two hours. 

Doctor Garfield stood adamant In tlie 
face of, the questions and' the criticism 
buried at him from the miners' side of 
the hall. He answered nil questions 
without betraying personal excitement 
nnd firmly- but kindly, told tlie miners 
that what he had laid before them "was 
purely a series of facts. 

Doctor Garfield said his statement 
was made on the facts and the figures 
In the ense as he had* Investigated It 
He. said that It was as If one looked up 
at the' clock and there read the time. 
"The clock tells you the hour, and 
that Is What I have done. I tell you 
that per cent of increase which should 
he applied to the miners* wages, on the 
average , to equalize wages • with the 
rise In the cost of living is 14 per cent," 
said Doctor Garfield. 

Shot From Other Barrel. 
Dr. Garfield was equally Insistent on 
his finding that the price of coal should 
not be raised at this time. This was a 
shot fired from the other pnrrel of his 
double-barreled statement to the con- 
ference. He made It clear that the 
facts, asjie found them, meant that If 
the miners' wages were increased 14 
per cent, as he snid should be done, 
that the burden should he borne. en- 
tirely by the operators nnd not by the 
public. " 

Dr. Garfield also made a third state- 
ment which almost ranks In Impor- 
tance with his two main propositions. 
This was that government control of 
price will be innlntalned at present 
This mnuiis thut tlie government does 
not Intend to relax its grip on the coal 
situation through holding prices within 
a maximum limit.
